Up to last June 30, British lend- 
lease assistance to the U. S, totaled 
871 million dollars, of which the ma- 
jor share consisted in supplying 
base facilities, barracks and hos- 
pitals for American Jand and air 
forces in the United Kingdom. In- 
complete figures indicated assist- 
ance to date has tor ced one billion 
dollars. 

Not included in the accounting, 
the British said, was the cost of 
food furnished on the fighting fronts 
where no adequate records could be 
kept, and the value of information 
and experience gained in battle and 
relayed to the U. S, army and in- 
dustry. 

The British assistance does not in- 
clude lend-lease granted the U. S, 
by Australla, New Zealand, South 
Africa and India, who operate under 
separate agreements, On August 25, 
Président Roosevelt reported U. S, 
lend-lease assistance to Britain 
alone totaled nearly 414 billion dol-
